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IS] It is not necessary for applicant to provide a separate record of the substance of the interview, since the interview 
directly resulted in the allowance of the application. The examiner will provide a written summary of the substance 
of the interview in the Notice of Allowability. 
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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Mr. 
Zitkovsk;y was informed that the after final response filed 02 Jan. 2004 had been received and that the terminal 
disclaimer was being processed by the paralegals. The examiner also inquired about claim 97 which depends from 
itself. Mr. Zitkovsky informed the examiner that claim 97 should depend from claim 96. The examiner will correct 
claim 97 by examiner's amendment..
